The cotton farmers were held in 


a room at an army barracks 
in 


Kosti for questioning. When the 
doors were opened yesterday, 190 
& of the prisoners were dead. Eight 


others were critically ill. 


• The Sudanese prisoners were ar- 
rested after a riot that stemmed 
from their refusal to deliver cot- 
ton crops to a marketing company 
at Kosti, in the blue Nile province 
of this newly-independent nation.

WASMINGTON, 
(*> —Now that 


the Senate appears ready to inves- 
tigate lobbying—it remains to be 
seen how thorough a job is done 
—these 
background 
questions 


arise: Who's a lobbyist; What is 
lobbying: What's wrong 
with it? 


When an individual, or a 
group 


urges members of Congress to vote 
one way or the other on a piece 
of legislation, that 
J§ 
lobbying 


Some groups hire individuals 
or 


whole staffs to do lobbying 
for 


them. These are professional lob- 
byists. 


There's nothing wrong with lob- 


bying. It's a right guaranteed by 
the 
Constitution 
whose 
first 


amendment says: "Congress shall 
make no laws . . . abridging . the 
right of the people. . .to petition 
the government for a redress of 
grivances." 


In fact, paid lobbyists can be of 


a lot of help to Congress when 
t is trying to learn the facts about 
a piece of legislation in order to 
decide how to vote on it. 


The lobbyists know their parti 


cular field and can testify fully 
why the bill will help or hurt the! 
side. The lobbyists on the oppo 
site side do the same. 


There are all kinds of lobbies 


business, 
farmer, labor, 
ani 


peace groups; research, education 
al, medical associations; govern 
ment agencies try to get Congres 
to see their point of 
view before 


a bill is passed or killed. 


Even the White House does lob 


bying when its representatives try 
to persuade members of Congres 
to the administration's point 
o 


view on a pending measure. 


What, then, is wrong with lob 


bying It's wrong when money . i 
used to influence the vote of a 
member of Congress. The monej 
can be handed 
out 
in various 


ways. Even 
that 
may not be 


wrong unless bad intnent can be 
proved. 


For instance a lobby may con 


tribute to the campaign fund of a 
member of Congress or a politi 
cal 
party, and 
the 
contributor 


may argue his only reason for do 
ing so was because the 
admirec 


the senator or representative 
or 


the party. 


But if money is handed out to 


influence a vote, it becomes 
crime under the1 Corrupt Practic- 
es Act. The intent, of course, has 
to be proved. There is another 
law, 
passed in 1946, which requir 


es lobbyists around Congress 
to 


register. They're supposed to re 
port the amount of. their income 
to be used for lobbying. 


Lobbying in this country is old 


er than the Republic. Delegates to 
the first Continenal Congress were 
stopped on their 
way to Phila- 


delphia by the lobbyists of wealthy 
men who urged against any "dan- 
gerous" idea about independence. 


In the Middle Ages many people
